Attack on New Chwang 


A dispatch from Shan Hal Kwan 


says that the Japanese are preparing 
for an Immediate attack upon New 
Chwang by land and sea. 
The Japa- 
nese government iias prepared twen- 
ty-eight steamers for Admiral Togo 
to UNO In blocking Port Arthur harbor. 
When thU is done effectively Togo 
will leave the Russian /;»et buttled 
up and helpless there and steam to 
New Chwang. Aside from tho actual 
c-ost of the steamers the Japanese 
loss In th<; two attempts to bottle up 
Port Arthur has been 
practically 


nothing. A special cablegram from 
Seoul ro|K>rts a rumor that fifty-three 
Japanese Infantry 
were 
ambushed 


while trying to cross tho Ynlu and 
killed by Cossacks.

not believed-1* there. 


Japs Attack Russians 


loiter reports of tho 
liattlo 
at 


Chong-Ju between COO Cossacks ami 
Japanese cavalry and infantry mater- 
ially change the story of tho fight 
from that sent by General Kuropnt- 
kln. 
Instead of the Russians 
at- 


tacking tho Japanese intrenched in 
tho town, the Japs were the attaclc- 
ers and the Russians were 
under 


shelter. 


The two forces were about equal 


nnd the Japanese won a great vic- 
tory. Brilliant charges by the inikn- 
ilo's men drove the Russians from 
their first line of Intrenchments back 
Into the town. 
General MlsMchon- 


fco had ventured that far south as a 
result of a trap laid by the Jnps.

22 Vice Admiral Togo waited until 
better weal er before re-attempting 
to bottle up Port Arthur. The officers 
who conductc ' the first attempt in 
Klsted upon their right to complete 
their work. 
Tlio admiral consented 


and the same officers were chosen, bul 
the crews ur.d stokers wore selected 
from new volunteers. 


"The moou disappeared 
at 
mid 


night and the sea was like glass when 
tho desperate enterprise was begun 
When within two miles of tho goa! 
the frenzied motions of a searchlight 
showed that suspicion had been u\vak 
cned, and suddenly a solitary gun an 
nounced that tho Japanese had Tit-en 
discovered. 


Russians Open Fire. 


"The Rusr'nns sprang to tho guns 


of the battcnes and In three minutes 
the Japanese craft were Inclosed In a 
semi-circle of gun flashes. 
The flea 


was churned to a turmoil by falling 
shells, but there was no hesitation. 


"The torpedo boats opened out and 


the transports with men standing at 
the llfe-bont stutlo-- peered directly 
Into the Inferno. There vas then only 
a mile to traverse and the safety fuses 
were; ready. 


"It was just at 3:30 In the morning 


when the Chlyo Mnru led, • with a 
searchlight beating upon It and a tar 
get for a hundred guns, towards the 
east (side of tho iintrance. 
The fuses 


were set and tho crew pushed off 
just In time. 
It was n moment of 


suspense. The charge exploded, sink 
Ing the vessel 100 yards from a point 
of the east side of thu entrance. 


Japs Sunk Steamer. 


"Tho Fuluil Mom next passed on 


tho port Hide of the Chlyo !.taru and 
dropped anchor. 
Just as the officers 


and crew pushed clear there was a 
dull explosion. 
Tho .steamer had 


been struck and sunk In the exact 
place which the'Japanese desired by a 
torpedo from within the harbor. 


"So clone were the defending de 


stroyers that tho Yeneyama Maru was 
fouled by a Russian destroyer and the 
crow was scorched by tho flame of 
tho discharge from a Russian six 
pounder. 


"It was a horrible melee, but the 


Japanese kept their presence of mind 
throughout and their steadiness was 
shown by the fact that before the 
steamer had been fouled by tho de- 
stroyer the Yeneyama Maru passed to 
starboard of the Chlyo Maru and then 
between it and tho Fukul Maru and 
reached the center of the channel, 
where it wn's hit by a torpedo, which 
sank it on the \Vest side of the chan- 
nel, tho steamer's bow painting toward 
tho shore. 
Not a man of the trans- 


ports' crew was drowned. 


Fail to Block Channel. 


"Tho enterprise failed completely to 


block the channel, because there were 
only four transports. 


"Tho maneuver was covered by a 


torpedo d I vision, which, running In 
close, endeavored to draw the flro of 
tho land batteries from the main en- 
terprise. 
This division remained in 


action until all tho crows were rescued 
nnd Just before daybreak was engag- 
ing a Russian destroyer, wllich staid 
at the entrance line firing torpedoes 
during the night. 
The scream of 


escaping steam proclaimed that tho 
Russian boat had been damaged In 
Its vitals. 


"At daybreak the flotilla drew off' 


under cover of the fleet, which was 
waiting ten miles cutsldo."

X, under tho party designa- 
tion printed at. the top of the ballot. In the circle made for that purpose. 
A ballot BO marked and having no 


other mark, will bo counted for all tnc Candidates of that party In the column underneath, unless the names ot 
some of the candidates of the party navc benn erased or a cross mark he placed In the square under tho name , 
or at any place In tho space occupied "y tho name or names ot candidates In another column, and will t>e 
counted for- any name written in lieu "f one erased.
